Demonstrations Held Here 


The second Annual Sugar- 
sane Harvesting Field Day de- 
wonstrated the research pro- 
press in mechanical harvesting 
methods to over 100 persons 
Tuesday. 

The Field Day demonstrated 
Ш mechanical harvesting de- 
dices that have been tried in 
Florida, with only one excep- 
jon. The lone exception was 
з machine used in Florida 
only a few hours and was sold 
эш of the country. 

Demonstrating techniques 
were the Thomson Machinery 
Company, J and L Engineer- 
ng Co., the Cary Farm works, 
the United States Department 
of Agriculture, and the United 
States Sugar Corp. 

Last years several of the 
machines choked and were un- 
able to operate in the hurricane 
damaged cane said Joe E. 
Clayton, USDA engineer with 
the Sugarcane Harvesting La- 
boratory 

The Thomson Company this 
past week held its world pri- 
miere for two machines de- 
veloped especially for the re- 
cumbent cane problem in this 
arca 

Recumbent cane, Clayton 
explained, was cane inter- 
growing across more than one 
Tow of cane and must be cut 
in that position. Trying to 
mechanically straighten the 
cane so it may be cut vertical- 
ly pulls up vital root systems. 
Until recently the only mech- 
anical cane harvesters were 
built for erect cane. Erect cane 
or soldier-type cutters have 
not been used successfully in 
the Glades, but are used in 
Louisiana. 

However, Clayton said the 
development of recumbent 
mechanical cane harvesters will 
(Феі пог only the Glades, 
because Louisiana is expecting 
to develop the same type har- 
vesting problems when a high 
yielding cane is grown. 

The Field Day attendance re 
presented: producers, machni- 
ery manufacturing representa- 
tives and mill operators. 

All the machinery compan- 
ies involved in the develop- 
ment of harvesters and “some 
local plantations developing 
harvesters took part in the 
field demonstrations and dis- 
cussions. The field day was ar- 
ranged through the coopera- 
tion of the County Extension 
Service, the USDA Sugarcane 
Harvesting Laboratory and the 
cooperating firms. 

At the U. S. Sugar Corp., 
plantation, three machines de- 
veloped by their Agricultural 
Engineering Department were 
shown. These machines all 
employed the same type of 
Pickup and chopping system 
but were mounted on different 
types of prime movers. One 
was mounted on a chassis us- 
ing crawler tracks similar to 
that used on the continous 
cane loaders. A machine con- 
structed in 1966 was built on

Ironically, American con- 
servatives, who long have de- 
fended the CIA against critic 
ism by leftists who want to eli- 
minate U. S. security arrange- 
ments, now find that the 
ency has been pouring out 
money to a variety of outfits 
that are socialists in nature and 
that are highly critical of vig- 
orous American action against 
communism. 

For example, it has come 
to light that Norman Thomas. 
the former Socialist Party lead- 
er. has been head of an organ 
ization known as the Institute 
of International Labor Re- 
search, which received about 
SI million in CIA funds to 
organize left-of-center parties 
throughout Latin America.

Bird machines have been sold 
here in the past two years. 

In the afternoon the Field 
Day participants saw two har- 
vesting principles developed by 
the USDA engineers here. In 
addition to Clayton, Hiram D. 
Whittemore is also working 
with the Harvesting Laboratory 
here. 

The USDA is working on 
principles that can be incor- 
porated into a successful her- 
vester rather than a complete 
harvesting unit. Clayton said. 
Two principles demonstrated 
were the auger pickup and 
chopping conponent and the 
double knife «bottom cutting 
system. This system. employed 
a cleaning conveyor. A real 
type cutting component was 
also demonstrated. This prin- 
cipal is quite new, working like 
the blade of a reel type lawn 
mower the rotary device cuts 
the cane into six inch lengths. 
Alos demonstrated at the Ex- 
periment station field was the 
Cary Cane Combine. R. E. 
Shafer of the Cary Iron Works 
Opelousas Louisiana, explained 
the machine functions. 

Movies of another machine, 
the Toft Australian harvester, 
now in the Bahamas, were 
shown, participants. „ 

Ending the field day, 
Cochran demonstrated cleaning 
operations he is investigating 
under a Department of Agri- 
culture contract. Cochran is 
with the Louisiana State Uni- 
versity Agriculture Engineer- 
ing Department and came to 
Florida for further testing af- 
ter the end of the Loüisiana 
season. Mechanical harvested 
cane contains about 15 per 
cent trash as compared with 
about 5 per cent for hand har- 
vested cane. Cochran's pro- 
cesses now under study remove 
up to 8$ per cent of this trash.

As a result of the pressures of last week's 
student lunchroom boycott, improvement plans 
for the cafeteria were presented which, had 
lain in repose since the summer days of school 
planning. Why weren't these presented before 
—because the completion of the new junior 
high cafeteria was being awaited, THEN the

The excuse given for the poor prepara- 
tion is that with the junior high cafeteria pro- 
blem the staff does not have time to improve 
its practices. But, even when the junior high 
students are served in their lunchroom, the high 
school cafeteria staff will still have. to cook 
all their meals and transport them to the junior 
high. When will they possibly find time to 
improve the meals when they will still be 
cooking for the same amount of people on 
top of transporting more meals than they do 
now? What problem will the new task of serv- 
ing the junior high students in their own cafe- 
teria solve? 

The boycott has brought attention to the 
problem, but we are given no promises of im- 
provements until the completion of the junior 
high cafeteria.

Make New 
Clothes Last 


Much Longer 


New clothes can be made 
to last longer by taking steps 
to strengthen the apparel be- 
fore it is worn. Miss Mary 
Todd, Extension Home Eco- 
nomics Agent, suggests exa: 
mining and reinforcing cloth- 
ing, particularly children's ap- 
parel and garments that will 
feceive hard wear. 

Turn the garment wrong 
side ош -and start with the 
inside. First examine armhole 
areas. Set-in sleeves so often 
break loose at the underarm. 
For more durability, sew a, se- 
cond-rów of stitching on top 
of the first, on the underarm 
section only. 


И the garment is styled 


with a kimona sleeve, cut a $ 


piece Of bias tape about 3 
inches in length and press this 
strip flat. Place strip on top 
of opened seam along the 
greatest curve of the open- 
ing. Machine-stitch from the 
right side of garment about 
1/8 of an inch on either side 
of seamline. 

Another area -that takes 
stress and strain is the waist- 
line. A second row of stitch- 
ing will give added support to 
to this seamline. 

Reinforce the crotch area 
in pants to give extra strength. 
Turn pants inside out, and 
pull one leg inside the other. 
Machine stitch around the 
curve on top of stitching al- 
ready there. 

So often machine made but- 
tonholes are poorly done. И 
you work around the open 
‘edges with a buttonhole stitch 
you will not only make them 
look more attractive but will 
add life to them.
